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- THe - INJUNCTION CASE.—This 
matter continues to be the absorbing 
topic, especially in official circles. 
Yesterday mort ga Fe rter of this 
r called on his Excellency, Gov. 
aldwell, with a view to learn some- 
hing of the true status of affairs. 


The Governor courteously received 
he reporter, and informed him that 
e could not say positively what his 


action would be until he should have 
consulted the Attorney General, who 
was at present absent, but. whose ar- 
rived looked for this (Saturday) 
afternoon, In ten minutes after the 
injunction was served on the State 
Treasurer, the Governor dispatched a 
letter to the Attorney General, in- 
forming him of the situation of af- 
fairs and asking his immediate pres- 


In reply to 
this seal upon the 
of the Treasury upon the main- 
tenance of the charitable institutions 
and the penitentiary,if it should con- 
tinue through a long course of liti- 
gation, the Governor said he did not 
think the injunction would operate 
to lock up funds raised by special tax- 
ation for the support of these insti- 
tutions; that only the money raised 
for the general purposes of the State 
government could possibly be affect- 
ed by it. The money taken from 
this special tax fund had been ap- 
plied solely to general purposes, such 
as paying salaries, &c., &c. 
he above was the sum and sub- 
stance of what the reporter was able 
to glean, but from all indications our 


| readers may rest assured that no ef- 


fort will be spared by the Governor, 
Treasurer, Attorney General, and the 
other State officers, to protect the in- 
terest of the tax-payers of the State

ulent purposes, and for which no val- 
uable consideration has ever been re- 

rter also visited the 
. A. Jenkins, State 
Treasurer, and was also politely re- 
ceived by that official.

DESTUCTION OF BLEDSOE’S COTTON 
Gin.— Last evening avout 6:30 o’clock 
an alarm of fire was given in the city. 
The cause Was soon ascertained ta 
the burning of the cotton gin of M. 
A. Rledsoe, Esq., situated about a 
mile south-east of the city, a short 
distance west of the North Carolina 
Railfoad, There are several contra- 
victory reports in regard to the origi- 
nation of the fire. Some say the 
tie commenced on the outside while 
others assert tuat it originated in- 
side of the lint room, but nearly 
all agree that it was the work of an 
incendiary. Some 7 bales of packed 
cotton, two or three of lint and a 
quantity of seed were destroyed, 
amounting in value to about twenty 
bales. One of the presses was new, 
and Mr. Bledsce’s total loss is roughly 
estimated at from $3,000 to $3,500. We 
could not learn itively whether 
the property was insured, but are in- 
clined to believe that it was. 

If it should turn out that this heavy 
logs ia the work of incendiarism, we 
sincerely hope that the perpetrators 
will — be brought to oondign 
punishment.

by Madame Ville Verde, the Presi- 
dent of The Daughters of Cuba:’’ 
Ramon Cespedes, minister from Cu- 
ba, and later General Quesada. He 
was arrested a number of times by 
the New York authorities for viola- 
ting the neutrality laws, but general- 
ly managed to secure his release after 
a brief imprisonment. Just before 
sailing from New York a short time 
ago, he was again arrested, but was 
released in time to sail for Cuba with 
General Verona and others. 

Ryan was a pleasaut, social per- 
son to meet, but many of his state- 
ments were always taken by those 
who Knew him cum grano satis. He 
got into a number of personal difli- 
culties while in Washington, one of 
his last occurring on a street car, in 
consequence, as Ryan alleged, of the 
conductor demanding faretwice. The 
case, Which came before the police 
court, was reported in the Star, and 
it will be remembered that Ryan was 
fined $10 for assault and battery. He 
always seemed to havea plenty of 
money, which he spent freely. He 
drank, but seldom to excess, and was 
a man of considerable education and 
general intelligence. He spoke the 
Spanish language quite fluently, hav- 
ing acquired it whiie in Cuba.
